Four finance industry bills 


designed to reduce penalties 
in Nebraska interest r a t e 
laws were passed from hand 
to hand Thursday like so 
many smoldering sticks of 
dynamite before finally gain- 
ing three sponsors. 


The measures—which seek 


to apply reduced penalties 
retroactively as well as pros- 
pcctivcly—were placed in the 
legislative hopper bv Sens. 
Albert KJar of Lexington, H. 
L. Gcrhart of Newman Grove 
and 
W. II. Hnscbroock of 


West Point. 


It was a long journey. 
The bills were presented by 


the industry to Kjar, as chair- 
man of the Banking, Com- 
merce and Insurance Com- 
mittee. 


Warnings 


But the committee balked 


at the suggestion that it in- 
troduce the proposals, acting 
largely on the warnings of 
Sen. Marvin E. Stromer of 
Lincoln. 


Strorner cautioned that the 


committee which will g i v e 
public hearings to 
finance 


bills must dispel any possible 
public image that it is "a tool 
of special interests." 


Thereupon, lie proposed that 


the bills be introduced by 
Sen. Michael RussUIo of Oma- 
ha, as chairman of the special 
Interim credit finance com- 
mittee. 


But Russillo told the com- 


mittee that he was not en- 
thusiastic about such a sug- 
gestion, noting that his special 
committee "doesn't exist any- 
more." 


Sen. Cecil Craft of N o r t h 


Platte then suggested t h a t 
Kjar call upon Gov. Frank 
Morrison to see if the bills 
might be sponsored "at the 
request of the governor, or 
in conjunction with the gov- 
ernor."

Thereupon, the bills w e r e 


signed by Kjar, Gerhart and 
Hasebroock and presented to 
the Legislature. They include: 


—LBIG, providing that pen- 


alties contained in the present 
usury statute (forfeiture of in- 
terest) be applied to any con- 
tracts invalidated by a court 
ruling knocking out any in- 
terest rate law on constitu- 
tional grounds. 


—LB17, reducing the pen- 


alty provisions in the install- 
ment loan act from forfeiture 
of merchandise, principal, in- 
terest and charges to pay- 
ment of double interest. 


—LB18, reducing the penalty 


provisions in the industrial 
loan and investment company 
act from forfeiture of part of 
the principal and interest to 
p a y m e n t of interest and 
charges. 


Directive 


—LB19, giving a legislative 


directive that penalties in the 
installment loan act w e r e 


Robert Skochdopole, Omaha 


attorney representing the in- 
dustry, told the Banking Com- 
mittee t h a t double interest 
payment provisions in t h e 
bills should be amended to 
forfeiture of interest only in 
order to do away with possi- 
ble constitutional objections. 


Kjar said that he will seek 


an attorney general's opinion 
on the question.

. . . From Texas To Europe 


Frankfurt, Germany CD—A four-engine transport with 60 


soldiers aboard landed in Germany Thursday night, complet- 
ing a flawless airlift of the entire U.S. 2nd Armored Division 
from Texas to Europe. 


The last flight was delayed slightly by headwinds. That 


was a minor Irritation compared to the jubilation of the U.S. 
Army and Air Force at accomplishing a miracle of mobility. 


It was the 235th mission of 


the exercise.

craft, the Military Air Trans- 
port S e r v i c e (MATS) de- 
livered 15,278 troops and 493.3 
tons of cargo well within the 
target deadline.

MATS had 72 hours to do 


the job but made it in 63 hours 
and 20 minutes. 


The final flight came into 


Sembach Airbase. 


By this time many of the 


officers and men in the arm- 
ored division were long since 
joined with their tanks, guns 
and other equipment at dis- 
posal areas prepared in the 
past few weeks.

Request 'Improper" 


Morrison informed the law- 


makers that such a request 
was "improper," that "t h e 
primary 
responsibility rests 


with the Legislature." 


The governor said he will 


defer any recommendations 
of his own until next week 
after the Friday deadline for 
introduction of bills by In- 
dividual senators. 


"I will make my recom- 


mendations based upon the 
bills that are in by then," 
Morrison said. "If I thought 
t h e y couldn't be properly 
amended, I might step in with 
a bill of my own."

Buy More 
U.S. Corn 


Washington (tf) — The Com- 


merce Department issued two 
more export licenses Thurs- 
day for the shipment of an 
additional 1,400,000 bushels of 
corn to Communist Hungary. 


One license was for 800,000 


bushels, valued at $1,408,176, 
and went to Continental Grain 
Co. of New York. The other 
was for 600,000 bushels, valued 
at $969,300. It was issued to 
Cargill, Inc., the second li- 
cense to go to that firm in as 
many days. 


Continental said its ship- 


ments will be made in for- 
eign flag vessels in Novem- 
ber, probably through the St. 
Lawrence River or from the 
ports of Three Rivers, Can- 
ada, or Norfolk, Va. 


Cargill 


The big Minneapolis grain 


trading firm of Cargill, Inc., 
was authorized Wednesday to 
ship 1.2 million bushels of yel- 
low corn to the Soviet satel- 
lite country. This deal in- 
volved $1,929,384. 


No progress was reported 


meanwhile in U.S.-Sovlet ne- 
gotiations to clear the way for 
a $250-million sale of Ameri- 
can wheat to Russia.

President Kennedy's stipula- 
tion, in authorizing the sale of 
grain to the Soviet Bloc, that 
it be shipped in American 
vessels when available

which held a preliminary con- 
ference Wednesday with U.S. 
cabinet officials, has objected 
to paying the higher freight 
rales charged by American 
shippers. These are based in 
part at least on higher labor 
costs.

corn shipments authorized for 
Hungary to 2.G million bush-

A bill which would limit fi- 


nancing of the Kcrr-M i l l s 
medical care program strict- 
ly to head tax funds, a n d 
thus delay its implementation 
for one year, was introduced 
Thursday by Sens. 
George 


Gerdcs of Alliance and H a 1 
Bridenbaugh of Dakota City. 


The measure, 
LB20, has 


been scheduled for p u b l i c 
hearing before the Budget 
Committee Nov. 1 at 2 p.m. 


Financing of the Kcrr-Mills 


program enacted by the 1963 
Legislature has been a prob- 
lem since it was discovered 
that the $2 increase in t h e 
head tax which was supposed 
to finance the program would 
not go into effect until next 
year. 


Property Levy Intended 
In order to get the program 


under way this year as the 
Legislature intended, 
t h e 


State Board of Equalization 
increased the state property 
tax levy to take care of the 
first year. 


Following this, it was dis- 


covered that no authorization 
was contained In the 1963-63 
budget bill for administration 
of the program. This brought 
t h e program's 
implemen- 


tation to a standstill. 


Correction of t h i s over- 


sight was included in the gov- 
ernor's call for the special 
legislative session — but dis- 
agreement has ensued over 
the manner In which the gov- 
ernor's budget bill proposes 
to meet the problem. 


That bill, LB7, places the 


Kerr-Mills program in with 
the other four assistance pro- 
grams administered by t h e 
State Welfare Department. 


Under LB20, a Medical Care 


for the Aged Fund would be 
established separately i n t o 
which the increased head tax 
revenue would be placed to be 
used exclusively for adminis- 
tration and payments for this 
specific program. 


Commenting on the n e w 


bill, Sen. Gerdcs said, "Now 
it's before the Legislature. If 
there's a desire to appropri- 
ate any general fund money 
(from property taxes) for the 
program, it's on their ( t h e 
Legislature's; back."

Greek Poet 
Is Awarded 
Nobel Prize 


Stockholm 
0?l — Giorgos 


(George) Seferiadcs, 63-year- 
old diplomat, won the 1963 No- 
bel P r i z e for Literature 
Thursday for 
his 
lyrical, 


timeless poetry about his na- 
tive Greece. 


S e f e r i a d c s , uhose pen 


name is Scfcris, was the first 
Greek ever to receive a No- 
bcl Prize. The award t h i s 
year is worth $51,158. 


The IB-member Royal Swe- 


dish Literary Academy noted 
that his poetic production is 
not voluminous but selected 
him for his "eminent lyrical 
writing, inspired by a deep 
feeling for the Hellenic world 
of culture." 


Best Known 


One of his best k n o w n 


poems is "The King of Asi- 
ne." 
• Notified of the academy's 
decision, Scfcris said in Ath- 
ens the prize Is an honor for 
Greece. He issued a formal 
Statement saying: 


"I think that the Swedish 


Academy in selecting a Greek 
poet for the Nobel Prize had 
wished to manifest its soli- 
darity with the living spirit 
of Greece of today. I mean 
that Greece for which so 
many generations have strug- 
gled, striving to 
maintain 


what is still alive in its Ions 
tradition." 


Tears Of Joy 


His wife, Maria, embraced 


and kissed him as he m e t 
n e w s m e n . Tears of j o y 
streamed from her eyes. 


The year 1931 marked Sef- 


eris' literary debut — a 42- 
page collection of poems — 
and his first diplomatic as- 
signment, to London. There 
he became lastingly 
influ- 


enced by poet T. S. Eliot. His 
latest three-year assignment 
as Greek ambassador 
also 


was in London. He returned 
several months ago. 


The Nobel citation said Scf- 


cris' poetry, "because of its 
unique thought and style and 
its beauty of language, . . . 
has become a lasting symbol 
of all that is indestructible in 
the Hellenic acceptance of 
life." 


It added: 
"When reading Scferis we 


are forcibly reminded of a 
face that is sometimes forgot- 
ten: Geographically, Greece 
is not only a peninsula but al- 
so a world of water and a 
thousand islands, an ancient 
sea kingdom, the perilous 
and stormy home of the mar- 
iner. This Greece is the con- 
stant background of his poet- 
ry, in which it is conjured up 
as a vision of harsh and ten- 
der greatness."

Didn't Believe 


Krause said he did not be-

Thompson of Portland, Tex., 
the only U.S. citizen aboard, 
said he saw the dark shape of 
a plane coming toward the 
ship directly in the ship's 
wake and spitting fire. 


"There were about seven or

"I fell on the deck 
b e h i n d a platform of wire 
rope and stayed there until 
the plane had passed."

about 16 miles off Cuba on its 
182nd trip between Jamaica 
and Corpus Christi's Reynolds 
Metal Co. plant. 


Long Time 


"The sky was lighted with 


flares a long time before we 
got to the place where we 
were attacked," the skipper 
f r o m Hamburg, Germany, 
told newsmen. 


"The flares were about 10 


to 15 miles from the ship then 
and in a large semi-circle. 


"Two f l a r e s then were 


dropped directly overhead. 


"I think "they knew what 


they were doing. They were 
shooting up the ship." 


No Others

that the ship sailed into a 
fight between Cuban n a v y 
vessels and raiders.

Tawes noted that the Giles 


prothers had been tried be- 
'ore a jury in Montgomery 
bounty and Johnson before a 
jury in Anne Arundel County, 
and that in both cases the 
jury failed to add the words 
'without capital punishment." 


This automatically author- 


zed the court to impose the 
death sentence, life imprison- 
ment or the maximum of 21 
years as it saw fit. Judges in 
each case imposed death.

the city of Lincoln changed Wednesday with 
City-County Planning Commission recom- 
mendation of a large business and resi- 
dential development in the Stevens Creek 
watershed in the area of 84th and Holdrcge. 
Perhaps you wonder why there has been 
so much discussion about this subject and 
how It stands to bring about such' change. 


Of course, the change is not an accom- 


plished fact yet. The planning commission 


is only advisory; the 
final decision must be 
made by the City Coun- 
cil. But it is difficult 


" 
to sec how the council 


can hold out against the change, as strongly 
as such a position could be defended in 
some quarters. In understanding the de- 
fense of things or plans as they now exist, 
comes an understanding of the changes 
that will come about when and if the de- 
velopment is given final approval. The city 
operates in its public functions according 
to what is known as the comprehensive 
city plan. 


This is exactly what the name Implies 


—a plan (o follow for the city's develop- 
ment. The plan was drawn up by city 
planning professionals, including City Plan- 
ning Engineer Douglas Brogden who is now 
chief administrator of the plan. Brogden, 
of course, represents the strongest defense 
of the plan. The planning commission is an 
advisor^' group of city and county citizens 
who assist Brogden and the city in the 
administration of the plan. 


The plan outlines the path that is to be 


followed for the private development of the 
city. Why should private development be 
subject to a city plan? Because this pri- 
vate development determines many public 
services such as streets, sewers, schools, 
libraries, fire and police protection, light 
and water service, etc. 


* 
If the city made no effort to control 


the course of private development, it would 
have no control over the development of 
these many public services. It could plan 
no arterial streets, would be unable to de- 
cide what size water mains to install, where 
to put a new fire station or school and 
many other things. Also, the plan offers a 
means by which the city can give a meas- 
ure of protection to the general public, lend- 
ing stability to property values and giving 
assurance of reliability in residential serv- 
ices such as have been mentioned. To give 
assurance in such things as construction 
materials, heating equipment, structural 
adequacy, plumbing, etc., the city has its 
building code and a host of public inspec- 
tors.

The city plan outlines the future areas 


of growth for Lincoln and all public serv- 
ices to these areas. From this, the city 
and school district can map out a program 
of action and financing, thus avoiding 
emergencies In the future. The present city 
plan recommends growth In all ureas of 
Lincoln except one, Stevens Creek. There 
is one basic cause for this — sanitary 
sewer service. Stevens Creek is an entirely 
new and different watershed so sewer 
scnice, which operates strictly on a free- 
flow principle, is a major problem. The 
sewage from Stevens Creek area cannot flow 
into the present Lincoln disposal system. 
A high ridge of land lies between Lincoln 
and Stevens Creek which prevents gravity 
flow of sewage into the present Lincoln 
disposal system. 


* 
This, however, has been known for 


years, which has brought on other prob- 
lems. It has been generally believed that 
Stevens Creek would remain rural for many 
long years. Certainly, prior to the last five 
to 10 years, no one gave serious thought to 
commercial, urban development of this 
area. 
As a result, no city services have 


been planned with the development of Ste- 
vens Creek in mind. 


But Lincoln has grown faster than an- 


ticipated and the public, as everyone should 
be well aware, has a mind of its own. 
Growth to the cast has predominated and 
remains today as the most popular direc- 
tion of all. We believe that the develop- 
ment of Stevens Creek is as inevitable 
within a few years as the rising of the 
sun every morning. 


If it is to come, it may as well be 


now and this is not all bad. Actually, as it 


is now proposed, the 
area itself will have to 
be developed complete- 
ly at its own expense 
insofar as all public 


services are concerned. This will relieve 
the city government of an expense that it 
could not possibly meet, anyway. At the 
same time, the city has the authority and 
stern responsibility to see to it that this 
development meets all normal standards 
of anticipated future growth. Public serv- 
ices such as sewer, water, etc., must be 
provided for anticipated growth in the 
years ahead. 


It will remain the city's job to do those 


things by way of streets, fire protection, 
etc., that permit the integration with and 
eventual annexation of the area to the city 
of Lincoln. Problems? Yes, but you can't 
stop night from following day. The city plan? 
It would be disastrous to abandon it but it 
can be revised in the light of new develop- 
ments.

Don't Be Too Wistful 


Sargent Shriver, this week, did some- 


thing that doesn't often happen in official 
Washington. 


He informed Congress 
that earlier 


estimates for running the Peace Corps had 
become unrealistic. He suggested they be 
shaved $6 million. 


This may have stunned the Congress, 


but it set off the Wall Street Journal. It 
is conducting a one newspaper celebra- 
tion. It is praising Mr. Shriver for his 
heretical approach to budgeting and hop- 
ing out loud that a new and parsimonious 
era has opened in Washington. 


We are afraid the Journal is too wist- 


ful; that it is committing the error of a 
catcher whose desire to prevent a stolen 
base made him fire the ball in a vigorous 
overthrow to the center fielder. 


In the first place Mr. Shriver is not 


a Washington bureaucrat. He is a business 
man pressed into service by his brother- 


in-law, the President of the United States, 
for the isolated task of experimenting with 
a new idea—the Peace Corps. Had he failed 
it would not have affected his political fu- 
ture. But he didn't fail. 


Being associated with a new departure 


in international relations which is growing 
more successful and more popular all the 
time Mr. Shriver is also pioneering in the 
development of his movement and learn- 
ing new and better ways to run the show. 
In this instance he has decided to be more 
selective. Instead of inducting 13,000 new 
Peace Corpsmcn he is going to take 11,600. 
This tightening of his training program 
will require less money and so he has 
revised his budget estimate. 


This saving is apt to be temporary 


in nature. If the Peace Corps is thereby 
made better, there will be more world- 
wide demand for corpsmen and that will 
mean higher budgets. Premature celebra- 
tions arc out of order. 


DETROIT — The presiden- 
tial aspirations of one gla- 
morized GOP candidate are 
now in the process of going 
up in the smoke of t h e 
smoke-filled rooms of t h e 
Michigan legislature. 


Gov. G e o r g e Romney, 


likeable and sincere believ- 
er that business salesman- 
ship can be applied to poli- 
tics, is slowly but inexorab- 
ly unselling himself as a 
presidential hopeful. 


Techniques he used in sell- 


ing Rambler cars have not 
sold his own Republican leg- 
islators on a tax program. 
They've been in special ses- 
sion for almost three weeks 
but have been just as uncon- 
trolablc for a 
Republican 


governor as for Democratic 
governors during the p a s t 
fourteen years. 


In desperation, Gov. Rom- 


ney has now appealed to his 
Democratic predecessor, cx- 
Gov. John 
Swainson, f o r 


help. 


Last week Sen. Stanley G. 


Thayer of Ann Arbor, Re- 
publican caucus chairman, 
paid a secret night call at 
the home of cx-Gov. Swain- 
son. 


"Does the governor know 


you're 
h e r e ? " 
Swainson 


asked, referring to Romney. 


"I told him I was coming," 


Thayer replied. 


He asked the Democratic 


leader's help In pushing the 
Romney 
tax p r o p o s a l s 


through the legislature — 
proposals which arc essential- 
ly similar to those of pre- 


vious Democratic governors 
in that they replace part of 
Michigan's antiquated pro- 
perty and sales taxes with 
income taxes. 


"What c h a n g e s do you 


want in Romney's tax pro- 
gram in return for Demo- 
cratic help in voting it out 
of committee?" the Repub- 
lican leader asked the Dem- 
ocratic leader.

When Beatrice undertook to widen and 


repavc a mile or so of West Court street, 
one of its principal thoroughfares, work- 
men dug into the city's past. 


They unearthed rusting fragments of 


almost forgotten street car tracks. Laid 
sometime during the 'BQ's but hidden for 
more than 50 years by later repaying, 
they quickened the interest of the residents 
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of this community, some of whom arc much 
too young to remember any street cars 
anywhere. 


As Nebraska's towns go, Beatrice is 


venerable. It was doing business in 1857 
even without the knowledge of the terri- 
torial legislature. But by the 1870's the new 
railroads were plunging the eastern Ne- 
braska towns into a new era, inducing 
growth and metropolitan dreams. It was a 
heady time. Like its sister towns Beatrice 
set forth to be not only the Athens of the 
west, but the Chicago and the New York of 
this new country, too. A dozen infant indus- 
tries were starting up bravely, colleges 
were on the planning boards, populations 
were soaring. Arriving with the new people 
were builders, promoters, cnterprizers and 
other of the economically brave. Impos- 
ing main street buildings emerged l i k e 
mushrooms. Of course, a street car line 
was the sign of metropolitan achievement, 
even out-ranking the shiny engines a n d 
powerful pumps of new waterworks sys- 
tems. 


As it is with all growth, debt arrives 


first, the wherewithal to pay comes later. 
The courage and vision of the community 
builders were not misplaced. But no one 
could anticipate the depression of the ear- 
ly '90's. The mortgages fell due and the 
money was not there. The builders rode 
out of town on a mule and the street cars 
quit running. The towns didn't die. But a 
philosophy did. The builders were replaced 
by the conservators who believe that fools 
build buildings and wise men live In them. 
So the street cars never again ran.

Moon Shot Activities In Mississippi 


P I C A Y U N E , .Miss. - 


Whether the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Agency 
lands a team on the moon 
may be problematical b u t 
one thing is certain — the 
agency has landed on Mis- 
sissippi. 


Since the first trees were 


bulldozed down on May 18, 
the Mississippi test opera- 
tions center has made re- 
markable p r o g r e s s . This 
lonely Piney Woods country 
is being transformed into a 
center for testing the first 
and second stage engines of 
the Saturn V that will carry 
three men into outer space 
with the moon as the goal. 


So difficult and delicate is 


the testing process for boost- 
ers 
with a 7,500,000-pound 


thrust in the first stage, lift- 
ing a load of many tons into 
space, that an area of 141,- 
900 acres must be cleared. 
Part of this, 13,550 acres in 
the construction zone, is be- 
ing acquired outright. T h e 
balance in the casement zone 
can be used for lumbering 
and other operations but all 
duellings must go. The test 
explosions set up vibrations 
that arc shattering to build- 
ings not specially construct- 
ed.- 
* 
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By a curious set of circum- 


stances, this almost empty 
country with its moss-draped 
live oaks and great stands of 
pine w h e r e moonshiners 
were seldom troubled is be- 
coming the focus — the next 
to last stage — of one of 
man's greatest adventures. 
Prior to the selection of this 
area between Picayune and 
Bay St. 
Louis, 
23 other

SOVIET BLOC TRADE 


Houston, Tex. W) — There 


is a booming market open in 
the European Soviet Bloc 
nations but the United States 
is not getting its share of the 
business, Secretary of Com- 
merce Luther II. Hodges said 
Thursday night. 


He said this country should 


nut relax Its restrictions on 
the export of strategic Items 
but should re-examine other 
bars to East-West trade. 


The Soviet bloc last y e a r 


bought nearly $4.5 b i l l i o n 
worth of' g o o d s from non- 
Communist countries, Hodges 
said, but the U.S. share was 
only $125 million, less t h a n 
y.'c of the total. 


Soviet Included 


Hodges, in a speech before 


the Houston Sales Associa- 
tion, said these figures in- 
cluded Soviet Russia, but not 
Yugoslavia or the Communist 
countries of Asia. 


Of the $4.5-bilIlon t o t a l , 


Hodges said, "about half — 
S2.2 billion — were shipments 
from Japan and our NATO 
allies. West Germany's sales 
totaled S719 million, Britain's 
KW9 
million, France's S2G7 


million. Italy's $240 million 
mid Japan's $166 million. 


"Compare this,"1 lie said, 


"\\ith U.S. sales of $125 mil- 
lion out of a gross national 
product greater than the com- 
bined products of all these 
countries." 


No Mention 


Hodges did not mention the 


current negotiations for t h e 


sale of U.S. wheat and other 
grains to Russia and other 
eastern 
European 
nations. 


But he did say: 


"Most of these (sales) by 


other countries to the Soviet 
Bloc In Europe have not been 
wheat and other agricultural 
commodities. 


Hodges said it is now time 


to look c a n d i d l y at the 
changes taking place in Eur- 
ope, both in the East and the 
West: 


Changes 


"Many things which for- 


merly were available o n l y 
in the United States are now 
readily available from a doz- 
en other countries . . . with 
so many sources of supply 
for modern industrial equip- 
m e n t 
and 
manufactured 


goods, one country such as 
the United States cannot pre- 
vent the Soviet Union from 
obtaining many of the things 
it needs to develop its econo- 
my." 


"The 
situation 
w h i c h 


existed when \\c imposed out* 
broad restrictions on trade 
uith the Soviet Bloc h a s 
changed. The political climate 
in the world has changed. The 
ability of the Soviets to pay 
for imports from the W e s t 
has changed." 


Tile commerce secretary 


also urged that trade policies 
be considered " f r o m the 
standpoint of our over-all ef- 
fort to promote a lasting 
peace." 


Diana Churchill's Death Ruled Suicide 


London W> — Sir Winston 


Churchill's eldest daughter, 
who spent the last 18 months 
of her life working with an 
organization which sought to 
dissuade the despairing from 
committing suicide, was ruled 
by a coroner Thursday to 
have taken her own life. 


A coroner's Inquest held 


that Diana Churchill, 54, end- 
ed her life with a heavy dose 
of sleeping pills last Satur- 
day. Her nude body was 
found on the bedroom floor of 
h e r 
fashionable Belgravla 


flat, where police also found 
empty pill bottles and a part- 
ly empty bottle of whisky. 


The tragedy laid new grief 


on the age-bowed shoulders of 
Sir Winston, who will be 89 
in November, and those of his 
recently ailing wife, L a d y 
Clementine 78. Lady Church- 
ill only Wednesday returned 
home from eight days hi a 
hopsital for rest and medical 
checkup. They have s e e n 
much unhappiness come to 
several of their children, in- 
cluding broken marriages and 
other tribulations. 


Among those who testified 


at the inquest were Diana's 
son and daughter by her mar- 
riage to Duncan Sandys, Brit- 
ain's colonial secretary, from 
whom she was divorced in 
1960. 


They are Julian Sandys, 26, 


a lawyer, and Mrs. Edwina 
Dixon, 24. 


Mrs. Churchill's son (she re- 


sumed her maiden name af- 
ter her divorce from Sandys) 
told the coroner that during 
the last 18 mouths his mother

Everett M. Dlrksen of Illinois 
an observation that "we might 
be lucky" If a civil rights bill 
reaches the Senate floor by 
Dec. 1.

States. As a matter of fact, 
there is not only intense com- 
petition in most lines among 
makers of similar products, 
but there is a further dimen- 
sion of competition among 
products.

Sixty-one per cent of the 


students took the view that 
the profit system is not es- 
sential to free enterprise. But 
without profit a voluntary en- 
terprise cannot long survive, 
and the alternative to pri- 
vate enterprise is state-owned 
and directed enterprise as in 
the Soviet Union and in Com- 
munist China. It is muddle- 
headed indeed to be in favor 
of free enterprise, yet to dis- 
parage profit, the prime mov- 
er in a voluntary, competi- 
tive system. 


Fifty-six 
per c e n t ex- 


pressed the view that salva- 
tion for the worker does not 
lie in better productivity, but 
in reducing corporate profits. 
This confusion results from 
ack of basic bookkeeping in- 
formation. The Brookings In- 
stitution estimated that 85% 
of the receipts of business ul- 
timately goes to workers in 
labor payments. 


If the total profit were con- 


fiscated, the temporary addi- 
tion to e m p l o y e income 
would be slight, and in the 
process the wreckers, w h o 
seized profits, would be kill- 
ing the goose that lays the 
golden eggs. For out of prof- 
its comes resultful capital ac- 
cumulation, which is invest- 
ed in better corporate facili- 
ties — tools of production,

Automation Gains 


Seventy-six per cent believe 


that most of the gains through 
automation go to owners and 
not to employes. But an 
earlier extended 35 year study 
of capital investment by the 
Jnited States Steel Corpora- 
tion, directed by the late Or- 
ando F. Weber, business ty- 
coon and student of eco- 
nomics, led him to conclude 
that, contrary to Karl Marx, 
labor had been exploiting cap- 
tal and preempting most of 
the gains from new invest- 
ment. 


Some Investigators ascribe 


the misconceptions of h i g h 
school students to the preju- 
dice of tficir parents rather 
than to the lack of competence 
of their teachers. One survey 
disclosed that teachers as a* 
;roup arc only slightly less 
'conservative" In economic 
viewpoint than businessmen 
themselves. A study of cm- 
iloyc opinion conducted by 
rade organizations indicated 
hat workers held views slm- 
lar to those expressed by high 
school students. 


If we are lo achive the 


'uture promise of American 
ife, it is important that our 
people be informed. The intcl- 
ectual atmosphere is 
be- 


clouded by couching the con- 
lict in terms of conserva- 
tism vs. liberalism. There is 
nothing liberal in being liberal 
with the truth. And the dy- 
namic American business sys- 
em is far from conservative; 
t is highly progressive with 
ts ever mounting annual ex- 
)cnditures for research and 
ievelopmcnt, which constitute 
an investment in change. 


Realism Needed 


What is desirable is not 


more conservatism, but more 
realism. Young people are en- 
titled to an accurate portrayal 
of the economic facts of life. 


And though the free society 


of 
the 
United States 
has 


brought the highest standard 
of living in the world, there 
s no point in gilding the lily. 
A free society is far from a 
:oolproof society. 
Freedom 


can be abused by bad judg- 
ment and by poor leadership. 
Every demagogue and dicta- 
tor tries lo create an image 
of himself as a social bene- 
factor.

KETV. 


Henry said he did not sec 


any need for similar inquiries 
into other local television pro- 
gramming at this time. He 
said the FCC should "serious- 
ly consider" similar inquiries 
into radio broadcasting, how- 
ever. 


Speaking of the Omaha in- 


quiry, Henry said: "The 
essential f a c t demonstrated 
by this inquiry is that mem- 
bers of the public need and 
are entitled to help from the 
commission and the broad- 
caster." 


He said this help should be 


aimed at obtaining knowl- 
edge of the relevant facts and 
spelling out individual needs 
and those of the community as 
a whole. 


Henry included in his report 


several recommended changes 
in FCC regulations which 
would r e q u i r e stations lo 
make information available to 
the public which would help 
spell out the public's needs 
and wants.
